New York, Aug. 13.—Blackmail ex- 


torted for gambling and disorderly 
houses in New York city is said to 
find its way into the pockets of threa 
men "higher up" who arc the real 
heads of the graft syndicate that pro- 
vides police protection for a price to 
the underworld. 


Information has been placed in the 


hands of District Attorney Whitman 
by private detectives 
working with 


him on the Rosenthal case that these 
men "higher up" are a lawyer, hotel 
proprietor who claims strong politi- 
cal affiliations, and a police 5flleial. 
Two police inspectors also are said to 
be profiting richly from graft. 


District Attorney Whitman now is 


convinced

"Black Jack" Rose 


told the truth when he said that at 
least $2.400,000 was collected from 
gambling houses in one • section of 
New York city alone. The district at- 
torney is not willing 
to hazard a 


guess on the total amount of black- 
mail extorted, hut he is convinced it 
runs into millions. , 


Private detectives reported to the 


district attorney that under (he pres-

plaints of the victims, it. being one of 
the boasts that one of the men "high-

It became known today that the 


discovery of Lieutenant Becker's safe- 
ty deposit box came through the man- 
ager of an up town bank who volun- 
tarily went to the district attorney's 
office with the information that Beck- 
er had engaged a box there last No- 
vember. 


He said Becker and his wife had 


visited the vault on about fourteen 
occasions. 
As Becker is not charged 


with theft District Attorney Whitman 
had no power to open the box.

Interesting Study of Wisconsin Deci- 


sions Made by Gilbert E. Roe.

Madison, Wis., A 1:5. 13.—In connec- 


tion with a study of Wisconsin court 
decisions made by Gilbert B. Roe, 
formerly of Madison, the author says 
his figures show that "more errors 
are committed by the trial court in 
matters decided without a jury than 
in-those where a jury passes upon the 
facts." 


Mr. Roe sought to determine the 


proportion 
of 
Wisconsin 
decisions 


likely to be wrong, according to tho 
standards of the supreme court, even 
under the present so-called slow meth- 
ods of justice, which permit some time 
for consideration 
and 
deliberation. 


Of .the 2S4 cases reported in three 
volumes of the Wis. supreme court 
reports, 1.74 were affirmed and 110 re- 
versed. The record shows that in 114 
cases the appeal to the highest court 
was taken from verdicts by the jury 
and in 170 cases they were taken from 
decisions by the court.

WRITES CONCERNING 


IMMINENT 
DANGER 


OF CAR SHORTAGE 


Chairman of Western Railways As- 


sociation Has Written Letter to 


Secretary Lane of Commercial 


Club, Outlining Situ- 


ation. 


Secretary P. E. Lane of the Com- 


mercial club of this city has received 
from the office of Chairman W. A. 
Garrett of the Association of Western 
Railways, at Chicago, under the date 
of August fl. a letter which deals with 
the possibilities of a car shortage this 
fall, and urges that steps he taken to 
prevent such a happening. 
The letv 


tar deals quite pertinently with con- 
ditions as they are likely to exist, 
and sets forth clearly the need for 
action. The letter is as follows: 


The time is here for the railways 


and shippers of the United States to 
begin active and energetic prepara- 
tions to prevent a car shortage. 
The 


indications are that If they do not 
begin such preparations at once the} 
will he confronted next October witi- 
the worst situation that has existec: 
since October, 1907, just before the 
panic. 
No railway man or shippei 


needs to be told what that situatior 
was. None needs to be told what was 
the condition in the preceding i'al 
and winter of 1906-1007 . Railway fa 
cilities were inadequate to move the 
business; yards and terminals were 
congested; and heavy loss to the rail 
ways, the shippers and the public re 
suited. 
Why do I think we are likely to be 


confronted with a similar conditioi 
this fall unless 
all concerned joii 


hands and heartily co-operate to pre 
vent it? 
The belief is based on th 


car surplus and shortage figures of 
the American Railway 
association. 


The latest figures we have show the 
car situation on July 18, 1912. Let nr, 
see what was the situation on prac- 
tically the same date in each year of 
the last preceding four, and what fol- 
lowed. 
On July 22, 3008. the car surplus 


was 308,680, and the shortage 50!), a 
net surplus of 308,171. 
On October 


28, laOS, the surplus had been reduced 
to 110.912 and the shortage had in- 
creased to 10.839, leaving a net sur- 
plus of 100,073. 
This wns a decline 


in available cars since July of 20S.09S. 


On July 21. 1309, the surplus was 


243,354, and the shortage 339, making 
a net surplus of 243,015 ca.rs. On Oc- 
tober 27. 1909. the surplus had been 
reduced to 30,896. and the shortage 
had increased to 3G,63G, leaving a net 
shortage of 5,740 cars. 
This was a 


reduction in the'available car supply 
since July of 248,755. 
On July 20, 1910. the surplus was 


134 594, and the shortage 1,293, mak- 
ing a net surplus of 133,301. By Oc- 
tober 26 .the surplus was down to 
13,072 and the shortage up to 21,80li. 
making a net shortage of 8,824 cars. 
This was a reduction in net available 
car supply since July'.of 142,125.

ies, early. 
Much might be gained if 


.he traffic managers of all the large 
ndustrial concerns 
of the country 


would follow Mr. Een'tlcy's example 
vnd their patrons would act on the 
idvice given. The commercial or- 
janizations of the cities and towns 
can help greatly by urging their mem- 
bers to move all goods as early as 
possible. 
2. Shippers and 
consignees 
can 


greatly help themselves, the railways 
by loading and unloading all cars de- 
livered to them as expeditlously as 
practicable. 
Every time the loading 


or unloading of a car is needlessly de- 
layed the available supply of cars is 
needlessly reduced; and no shipper 
has any right to complain that he !s 
not furnished enough cars if he is by 
his own acts needlessly and wrong- 
fully reducing the available supply of 
cars. 
Commercial organizations can- 


not render a better service to their 
members than by urging on them the 
need for prompt loading and unloa'.l- 
ing. Cars are furnished for transpor- 
tation, not for storage; and every one 
used for storage reduces the numbsi 
available for transportation.

DISEASES OF CHILDHOOD. 


The old idea that 
a child 
must 


necessarily/have a number 
of the 


contagious'diseases 
before he 
can 


consistently leave his childhood days 
behind is fast becoming obsolete. 


Parents are 
beginning 
to under- 


stand that every contagious 
disease 


their child contracts, hinders, to a 
certain extent 
at least, his 
proper 


physical and 
mental 
development; 


that it may'1 leave him mentally defec- 
tive or a physical wreck and a cripple. 
And not only, that; but his life 
is 


placed in jeopardy. 
It would be hard to say just what 


per cent of cripples and mental de- 
fectives arc due to the "necessary" 
diseases of childhood, but 
I assure 


you the number is not small. 
How 


often have parents deliberately 
ex- 


posed 
their 
children 
to 
these 


diseases. 
When an epidemic 
was 


rife in the neighborhood I have heard 
parents say, "We might as well take 
the children over to the neighbors 
and let them get it and be over with 
it as soon as possible." 
Yes, and 


some of them were a sacrifice offered 
up to the God of Ignorance. 
Less 


than five years ago an epidemic of 
measles was raging in a little city of 
one of the Central States. There was 
no attempt on the part of any one 
to quarantine the town nor to even 
quarantine the c;.. .3 to prevent their 
spreading it broadcast throughout the 
town 
Several 
cases died of 
the 


disease and a number died, of pneu- 
monia following the disease. 
The in- 


habitants seemed to look upon it as 
an unavoidable epidemic. 
It seems 


yet, with all our boasted, civilization, 
human life is. a. thing to be juggled 
with, and 
ot little, value. 
Happily 


these instances are not common, in 
fact, they are getting rare. 


Parents are 
beginning 
to realize 


that contagious diseases arc not .un- 
avoidable, and 
I hat they can, at least 


in a great measure, be 
prevented. 


They are beginning to look upon it as 
an honor, a personal honor, and a duty 
to 'the Nation, to bring 
up healthy, 


vigorous and intelligent children. 


The "American Association foV the 


Study and Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality," 
and 
the 
"Child 
Welfare" 


movement are of far-reaching value 
and influence as educational factors 
in the movement for the conservation 
oE the child life of the nation. 
The 


objects of the former, as set forth 
at the National meeting recently held 
in Chicago, are: 
"The improvement 


of social conditions. The public con- 
trol of sources of infection. 
Educa- 


tion for parenthood. The education of 
mothers in the essentials of personal 
hygiene and of infant feeding. 
The 


encouragement 
of material nursing. 


Parents, and the public in general, 


are taking 
a great interest 
in the 


various movements for education and 
conservation of the child, 
and 
are 


anxious for the knowledge they offer.
